office Friday morning. This decision 
was made following proposals from 
postal headquarters at Ottawa that a 
system be devised whereby no postman 
will have to work more than 11 or 
12 hours on the days immediately pre- 
ceding Christfas It is expected that 
this system will be in-tituted through- 
out Canada for the holiday period. 

In former years the amount of holi- 
day mail has been so large that letter 
carriers were forced to work 16 and 
17 hours a day in order to complete 
the delivery of Christmas letters and 
parcels, 


It has been planned to have only 
one delivery daily in the residential 
districts on December 22, 23, 24 and 
26. There will, of course, be no de- 
livery on Christmas Day. 

During the period above-mention- 
ed there will be the regular delivery 
of mail in the business sections of the
